Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Harif (US 6820056) discloses a method of 
recognizing non-verbal sound commands. Harif fails to teach the use of a bone conduction microphone for receiving the non-verbal sound 
commands. However, Norris (US 5280524) teaches a speech recognition system using a bone conduction microphone for receiving 
commands. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to use bone conduction 
microphone in Harifs system. 
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
